MORE TROOPS WANTED. 


ARTICLE BY MR. DICEY. 
(Gazette’s Special! Service. ) 
Lonvon, Monday, Jaly 9. 

Mr. Edward Dicey, C.B., in an article in 
the “Daily Telegraph,” says that the latent 
antagonism between administrators and admi- 
nistrated in Egypt is, in his opinion, - not 
likely to become active under present con- 
ditions to such an extent as to endanger 
the tenure of our highway to India. The 
Tribanal, composed of native and English 
judges, which was constitated by the decree of 
1895, his dealt ont sammary and jast pa- 
nishment to the authors of the Denishwai 
outrage. 

Mr. Dicey is: inclined to think that the 
prompt and stern jadgment passed on the 
ringleaders will tend to keep things quiet. 
Any mitigation of the well-deserved panish- 
tnent, with a view to conciliating poptilar 
sentiment, would ‘be ascribed, not to huma- 
nity, bat to fear. We mast largely increase 
our forces both in the Delta and the.Sodan, 
and niake it manifest that any outrage of 
this kind will be punished with equal severity.

MORE QUESTIONS IN PARLIAMENT 

Sir Edward Grey was further questioned 
in the Houce of Commons last week with re- 
fyrence to thé Denishwai execations.  —— 

Mr. Reddy asked whether -he was aware 
that whilst one of the Egyptian natives was 
being hanged at Denishwai, on Jane 28, two 
others were flogged within view of the gallows ; 
that a large maltitade, inclading women, were 
locking on; and that the flogging caused hor- 
rible cries; and whether the sentences were 
carried out onder the supervisitn of Captain 
Machell, adviser to the Egyptian Minister of 
the Interior. 

Several other hon. mambers had pnt down 
qnestions on the same sabject. 

Sir E. Grey: In consequence of the state 
ments which have appeared in the Press, [ 
have asked for # fall report of how these sen- 
tevces were carried out with spec'al reference 
to the points raised’in this and other ques- 
tions. Meanwhile I cannot say who is prima- 
rily responsible for the actual carrying out 
of the sentences. 

Mr. Dil'on: May we take that as an answer 
to all ‘the questions on the paper? If so, when 
will the right hon. geatleman be in a position 
to answer those questions. 

Sir E. Grey: I have, as a matter of fact, 
prepared an answer to every question, buat 
teally the reply I have given applies to all of 
them. 

Mr. Reddy: Does th: right hon. gentleman 
desire to closk it{ (Cries of ‘“Order.”) 

Mr. Myer: Is the report .in the newspapers 
sabstantially true ? 

Sir E. Grey : On this particular point I have 
asked for a fall report of all the circumstances,

Mr. Pickersgill: Will the right hon. gentle- 
man be in possession of that report. before the 
Foreign Office vote is taken? 

Sir E. Grey: I do not think it is possible ; 
that the report can be received by Thursday~ 

Mr. Dillon: Then will the right hon. gentle- 
man consider the desirability of postponing 
the vote, or get the report sent by cable? 
Would it not be very unfair to deny the House 
the only opportanity it will have of considering 
the report this session ? : 


Sir E. Grey: I recognise the importanee of 
the matter, but there are other questions which 
should also be considered not connected with 
it. (Hear, hear.) My one object is to give the 
House the fallest information, and not to 
minimise the matter in any way. When I am 
in possession of the report, no doubt an oppor- 
tanity will be found for its discussion.

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SIR E. GREY’S SPEECH. 


COMMENTS OF NATIVE PRESS. 


Commenting on Sir Edward Grey's speech 
in the House of Commons on Friday, “Al- 
Moayad” says : — “Lord Cromer was present 
when Sir Edward Grey delivered his sensa- 
tional speech & propos of the Denishwai 
sentence ; and we may infer that the British 
Diplomatic Agent _ waa the real speaker, the 
latter being only inspired by him to deliver eo 
alarming a speech befors the British Partia- 
ment. We understand from that speech that 
Lord Cromer, in the person of Sir E. Grey, has 


‘been fearing that an inquiry into the Denieh- 


wai affair, would probably be required by 
Parliament and that such an inquiry, if serious- 
ly held, would show who were really responaib!e 
for the affair and would reveal the seoret of the 
case. That is why he requested Parliament. not 
to pass a hasty jadgment in the matter. Lord 


Cromer, who knows that’ members of Parlia- 


ment are unaware of Egyptian customs and 
habits of mind, coald not find anything better 
than the plea of religious fanaticism to make 
the more sagacious members cease to press for 
a reply to their jast demands. Religions. 
fanaticism has shown itself this year, according 
to Lord Oromer, not only in Egypt but also in 
all the northern parts of Africa. He did not. 
forget to add that this fanaticism has been 
directed against all Earopeans in Egypt alike. 
Now, religious fanaticiem is a sort of goblin—a 
Mambo Jambo—to the British officials here; 
they, it appears, become frightened of its 
effects and remain silent. Sir Edward Grey 
then emphasized his speech declaring that 
Parliament should by j 
or destroy the Ezyptian Government's 
authority, the suppression of which will 
lead to serious results. It is by this unjast 
and unfair policy that Egypt is governed. No 
other voice except that of the absolate Go- 
vernor of Egypt can ever be heard ‘in Bogland. 
Lord Cromer said nothing. about the Denish- 
wai incident in Parliameat, but, in the person 
of Sir B. Grey, reqaested the members not to 
deal with thé question, which was a “result 
of religions fanaticism.” Had the noble Lord 
asked -himself whether that fanaticism was 
really in existence or not he would have be- 
lieved the latter as he has experience in the 
Egyptian qualities and ciroumistances. Hearing 
such a debate to Wave taken place in the 
British Parliament we have to contradict every 
word pronounced regarding the fanaticism of 
the Ezyptians. Lord Cromer acts to preserve 
his absolutiam in: Ezypt from any superior 
authority such a3 that of Parliament, 
which in discassing such matters congiders 
noboly to be above jastice. The Egypt- 
ians, consequently, cannot maintain any 
safeguards for their national fatare unless 
they set their matters directly before. Parlia- 
ment, which shoald know how matters stend 
in Ezypt, from a native source. This was what 
we declared ‘several years ago when we visited 
London and shook hands with some of the 
members of Parliament.” ce 

Sheikh Ali Youssef, it will ba remembered, 
paid a visit to. London a few years ago. A 
banquet organised by Mr. Benjamin Mosely, 
at which a number of journalists and. several 
Members of Parliament were present, was given 
inhishonovur, = ; 

“Al Lewa”’ says :—How does the British 
Minister know that religious fanaticism exists 
in Egypt, and that it is- dangerous? Did he 
derive this conclusion from the Denishwai 
people, who are all “learned and of a high 
class,” or trom their attacks against the British 
troops in their camp ? There is no reason why 
they should put. everything down in Egypt 
to religious fanaticiam. If the-British officials 
like to defend their policy.in Egypt they will 
be acting most unreasonably, imputing crimi- 
nality and fanaticism to all the Egyptians, 
and could surely find some’ other arguments 
to defend that ‘policy. It is curious te hear 
that the Earopeans in Egypt are in danger ;. 
and we should like to know what are the 
other measures which the British Government 
would take in Egypt. beyond those already 
taken by the Occupation. We call upon the 
Regént to contradict the sugpicions of religious 
fanaticism directed against thé Egyptians in 
the British Parliament, as we know the effects 


,of such serious suspicions, and to what result 


the suspicions of Sir E. Grey are likely to 
lead. . 

The comments: made by “Al-Minbar” are 
on the same lines as those of ‘Al-Moayad.” 
Says our new contemporary: Lord Cromer 
has delivered a speech in the person of Sir E. 
Grey in Parliament, and he only went to the 
House. to hear and see what effects-his arga- 
ments would produce upon the members.

-SHOULD FLOGGING BB 
REINTRODUCED ! 

In the course of an interview with Ismail 
Pasha Abaya, of the Lagislative Council, a 
representative of “Al-Moayad” asked his Excel- 
lency Whether he approved of the saggestion 
of eom3 newspapers, including the “Egyptian 
Gazette,” that the Government should reinfro- 
dace flogging as a punishment for a certain 
class of criminals in Egypt. The Pasha is said 
to have replied as follows: “I had not read this 
news in the papers before you told me of it. As 
to flogging being more nsefal and eftective 
than imprisonment, that is quite unreasonable, 
and I do not think that any one, possessing 
feelings and reason, would weigh the present 
circumstances of our country and yet require 
the Governmant to make use of the whip as a 
means of punishment.” 

From the Pasha’s words, remarks the writer, 
I gathér that if the suggested reintroduction 
of flogging is brought before the Legislative 
Connicil for discussion .the project will meet 
with disapproval.

CAPE TO CAIRO RAILWAY PROGRESS.

KAFUE BRIDGE OPENED. 


Tho “African World” has received a cable 
from Victoria Falls reporting the opening of 
the railway bridge over the Kafue River of 
the Cape to Cairo Railway, the first train 
having passed over. The bridge, which is the 
longest in South Africa, has been comp'e‘ed in 
the record period of five months. It consists 
of thirteen spanr, each 100 feet, with pillars 
resting on.a bed 16 feet under the water. 

The Kafaue River is 266 miles north of the 
Vistoria Falls, and the distance from Cape 
Town is 1,908 milee. The railroad, however, is 
now at Broken Hill, 347 miles beyond the 
Falls, the line having been pushed on simul- 
taneously with the building of the bridge.

RAILWAY PROJECTS IN NIGERIA. 


Sir Walter Egerton, High Commissioner for 
Southern Nigeria, has arrived in England in 
order, Renter's Agency anderstande, to confer 
with the Government in conjanction with Sir 
Frederick Lugard on the question of the con- 
templated extension of railways to the Niger, 
the improvement of Niger transports and 
other questions affecting cotton-growing, to- 
gether with the extensien of Lagos Harbour. 
His Excellency. will retarn to Lagos on July 20, 

In the matter of railway construction 
the line from Lagos to Ibadav, a distance of 
124 miles, is being prolonged to Oshogbo, 63 
miles farther in the interior, from which place 
another section of 60 miles will bring the 
line to Ilorin ; and by a further extension of 
56 miles the rails will reach the Niger at 
Jebbs. The moment the line touches the 
Niger at that place the trade of the Middle 
Niger will be open to all merchant firma in 
Lagos. At present extensive trade is imposai- 
ble, except in the case of large capitalists, 
owing to the diffisalties of communication, 
the waterway only being available for four 
months in the year, whereas with a line to 
the Niger all the Lagos firms will te able to 
establich branches on the river which can be 
placed in charge of janiors who can be easily 
supervised from Lagos. The unofficial mom- 
bera of Council in Lagos have ananimoasly 
asked that the railway shall be extended at 
once to the Niger, a work for which the 
Colony is prepared. to raise a loan. It is 
estimated that £700,000 will.be required to 
complete the railway system of Sonthern 
Nigeria to the Niger at Jebbs. The Colony 
is prepared to do this without any appeal to 
the Imperial Government. If the railway is 
constructed by the Sonthero Nigerian Admini- 
stration it will necessitate the raising of a 
farther lean, but it is not expected in any 
case that this will be issued antil next year. 

Work on the railway extension is proceed- 
ing, and three months hor.ce tho first section 
of 30 miles beyond [badan will ba opened. 
A survey hag aleo just been completed for a 
light railway connecting Sapele with Benin 
City. 

It is expected that-the first of a series of 
conferences between the Earl of Elgin and the 
Hizh Commissioners for Northernand Sonthern 
Nigeria will tekesplace next week. One im- 
portant question to be settled is that of the 
point at which the projected railway shall 
touch the Niger. On this matter the consalting 
ergineers favour Jebba, while another project 
is to employ the waterway itself as far ap as 
Lokoja, and thence to constract a line from 
the conflaence of the Niger and tha Benve 
River to Kano. Another proposal will be that 
the terminus of tha line shall be at Baro, a 
short distance above Lokojs, from which point 
it would atart to ran inland.
